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Report  of  the  State  Board  of  Visitors 


To  His  Excellency,  James  F.  Fielder,  Governor  of  the  State  of  New 
Jersey : 

Sir — The  Board  of  Visitors  to  the  State  Agricultural  College 
herewith  present  their  fiftieth  annual  report  upon  the  present 
condition  and  courses  of  instruction  at  that  institution,  as  required 
by  the  act  creating  the  Board,  entitled,  "An  act  appropriating  scrip 
for  the  public  lands  granted  to  the  State  of  New  Jersey  by  the  Act 
of  Congress  approved  July  second,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty- two,"  and  approved  April  4th,  1864. 

The  members  of  the  Board  made  an  annual  examination  of  the 
students  pursuing  the  regular  and  special  courses  of  instruction 
on  the  4th  day  of  June,  1914. 

The  Board  adopted  a  resolution  expressing  its  full  satisfaction 
with  the  courses  and  facilities  of  instruction  offered  by  the  Trus- 
tees of  Rutgers  College,  of  the  continued  devotion  of  the  professors 
and  instructors  in  their  various  lines  of  class  and  laboratory  instruc- 
tion, and  of  the  proficiency  of  the  students  in  their  various  branches 
of  study. 

During  the  year  the  membership  of  the  Faculty  has  been  55,  ana 
all  but  four  of  this  number  have  given  instruction  in  the  Scientific 
School. 

The  enrollment  of  students  for  the  year  was  1,237;  graduate 
students,  3;  seniors,  65;  juniors,  95;  sophomores,  108;  freshmen, 
149;  special  students,  not  candidates  for  a  degree,  207;  summer 
session,  450;  and  preparatory  school  pupils,  160.  The  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  was  conferred  upon  45  graduates  in  June, 
1914.  Of  these  graduates,  10  had  pursued  the  Course  in  Agricul- 
ture, 1  the  Course  in  Biology,  5  the  Course  in  Chemistry,  14  the 
Course  in  Civil  Engineering,  9  the  Course  in  Electrical  Engineer^ 
ing,  3  the  Course  in  Mechanical  Engineering,  and  3  the  Course  in 
General  Science.  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  was  conferred 
upon  12  candidates  and  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Letters  upon  5 
candidats  at  the  same  time.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 


To  His  Excellency,  James  F.  Fielder,  Governor  of  the  State  of  New 
Jersey : 

Sir — In  compliance  with  an  Act  of  Congress  approved  July  2,  1862, 
and  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  New  Jersey,  approved  April  4,  1864,  I 
beg  leave  to  submit,  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College,  the  fif- 
tieth annual  report  of  Rutgers  Scientific  School. 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  serious  and  repeated  loss  from  our 
Board  of  Trustees.  Within  the  last  three  months  of  the  year  five  mem- 
bers were  removed  by  death,  John  Howard  Ford,  Esq.,  the  Hon.  Garret 
D.  W.  Vroom,  LL.D.,  the  Rev.  Edward  B.  Coe,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  the  Rev. 
James  Le  Fevre,  D.D.,  and  the  Hon.  Willard  P.  Voorhees,  LL.D. 

John  Howard  Ford  was  born  in  New  Brunswick,  December  ioth,  1855.  He 
prepared  for  college  at  Williston  Seminary  and  later  studied  at  Princeton,  at 
Cornell  and  at  Columbia  Law  School.  He  allied  himself  with  the  business 
interests  with  which  his  family  had  been  concerned  for  many  years,  and  from 
1888  he  was  President  of  the  Meyer  Rubber  Company,  and  from  1892  a  director 
of  the  United  States  Rubber  Company.  In  other  corporations  also  he  was  a 
director  or  trustee.  In  recent  years  a  long  time  interest  in  Rutgers  College 
became  active,  and  in  19 12  he  was  chosen  a  trustee  of  the  college.  He  was  from 
the  first  most  attentive  to  the  business  of  the  B'oard,  attending  its  meetings  and 
serving  on  its  property  committee ;  and  in  the  course  of  his  generous  support 
offered  at  Commencement,  19 13,  a  dormitory  which  was  begun  while  he  lived 
and  is  now  being  completed  by  his  estate.  He  died  very  suddenly  in  New  York 
City,  March  2d,  1914- 

Garret  Dorset  Wall  Vroom  was  born  in  Trenton.  December  17th.  1843.  He- 
was  the  son  of  the  Hon.  Peter  D.  Vroom,  Governor  of  New  Jersey,  and  Minister 
of  the  United  States  to  Germany.  He  studied  in  Germany  and  at  the  Trenton 
Academy,  and  was  graduated  from  Rutgers  College  in  1862  with  the  degree  of 
A.B.  He  studied  law  and  entered  on  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  Trenton. 
He  held  various  public  offices  in  that  city.  He  was  one  of  the  compilers  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  New  Jersey,  1877,  an<I  one  of  the  compilers  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  New  Jersey,  1895.  In  1901  he  was  appointed  a  Judge  of  the  Court 
of  Errors  and  Appeals,  and  he  continued  in  that  office  until  191 3.  He  became  a 
trustee  of  his  Alma  Mater  in  1892,  and  he  served  with  warm  devotion.  In  1902 
he  received  from  the  college  the  degree  of  LL.D.  He  died  at  Trenton.  March 
4th,  1914- 

Edward  Benton  Coe  was  born  at  Milford,  Connecticut,  June  nth,  1842.  He 
was  graduated  from  Yale  University  in  1862  with  the  degree  of  A.B.  After  a 
few  months'  study  at  Union  Theological  Seminary  and  three  years'  study  in 
France  and  Germany,  he  returned  to  Yale  as  Professor  of  Modern  Languages. 
In  1877  he  was  licensed  to  preach  by  the  Manhattan  Congregational  Association, 
and  in  1879  he  resigned  his  professorship,  was  ordained  to  the  ministry,  and 
became  pastor  of  the  Collegiate  Reformed  Church  of  New  York  City.  He  con- 
tinued in  active  charge  of  the  congregation  at  Fifth  avenue  and  Forty-eighth 
street  until  1898.  Becoming  Senior  Minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church  in  1896, 
he  remained  active  in  the  administration  of  the  church  and  in  the  affairs  of  the 
denomination  until  his  death.  He  was  a  trustee  of  Robert  College,  Constanti- 
nople, of  Columbia  University,  and  of  the  Leake  and  Watts  Orphan  House,  and 
a  manager  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital.  In  all  official  relations  he  served  with 
rare  fidelity  and  wisdom.  He  became  a  trustee  of  Rutgers  College  in  1887,  and 
was  devoted  and  singularly  useful  in  that  office.  In  188 1  he  received  the  degree 
of  D.D.  from  Rutgers,  in  1885  the  degree  of  S.T.D.  from,  Yale,  and  in  1893  the 
degree  of  LL.D.  from  Rutgers.    He  died  in  New  York  City.  March  19th,  1014. 

James  Le  Fevre  was  born  at  New  Paltz.  January  19th.  1828.    He  was  graduated 
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from  Rutgers  College  in  1854  with  the  degree  of  A.B.  and  from  the  New  Bruns- 
wick Theological  Seminary  in  1857.  He  was  ordained  to  the  ministry,  and  had 
two  pastorates  in  the  Reformed  Church,  serving  at  Raritan,  1857-1874,  and  at 
Middlebush,  1875-1902.  From  1902  he  made  his  residence  at  Somerville.  He 
served  his  church  and  his  college  with  a  genuine  love  and  unfailing  zeal.  In 
1888  he  became  a  trustee  of  Rutgers.  In  1893  he  received  from  his  Alma  Mater 
the  degree  of  D.D.    He  died  at  Somerville,  May  6th,  1914. 

Willard  Penfield  Voorhees  was  born  in  New  B'runswick,  July  28th,  1851. 
Prepared  at  the  college  Grammar  School,  he  was  graduated  from  Rutgers  in 
1 87 1  with  the  degree  of  A.B.  He  studied  law  and  practised  his  profession  with 
great  success  in  his  native  city.  In  1908  he  was  appointed  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  New  Jersey,  and  he  was  serving  in  this  office  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
In  1909  he  became  a  trustee  of  Rutgers,  and  in  19 10  he  received  from  bis  Alma 
Mater  the  degree  of  LL.D.    He  died  at  New  Brunswick,  May  31st,  19 14. 

Two  new  members  have  entered  the  Board.  The  Hon.  Gilbert  Du  Bois 
Hasbrouck,  of  the  class  of  1880,  of  Kingston,  New  York,  nominated  by 
the  alumni  for  the  term  of  five  years,  1913-1918,  was  elected  October 
10th,  1913,  and  qualified  on  the  same  day.  The  Rev.  John  Howard 
Raven,  D.D.,  of  New  Brunswick,  of  the  class  of  1891,  was  elected  January 
13th,  1914,  and  qualified  at  the  meeting  of  April  17th.  Otto  H.  Kahn, 
Esq.,  of  New  York  City,  was  elected  April  17th,  1914;  he  was  unable  to 
be  present  at  the  June  meeting,  and  he  will  qualify  at  the  October  meet- 
ing. Alan  Hartwell  Strong,  Esq.,  of  New  Brunswick  and  Philadelphia, 
a  graduate  of  the  class  of  1874,  was  elected  June  16th,  1914,  and  will 
qualify  at  the  October  meeting.  The  Rev.  William  Isaac  Chamberlain, 
D.D.,  of  the  class  of  1882,  having  served  as  alumni  trustee  for  the  term, 
1909-1914,  and  having  been  nominated  by  the  alumni  for  the  term,  1914- 
1919,  entered  upon  his  new  term  of  office  at  once,  June  16th,  1914. 

The  Trustees,  in  view  of  the  growing  administrative  work  of  the  col- 
lege, especially  in  the  departments  most  related  to  the  State  and  Federal 
governments,  have  decided  that  the  appointment  of  presiding  or  admin- 
istrative Deans  is  a  wise  development  of  organization.  They  have  ap- 
pointed as  Dean  of  Agriculture,  Professor  Jacob  Gould  Lipman,  and  as 
Dean  of  Mechanic  Arts  (Engineering),  Professor  Alfred  Alexander  Tits- 
worth.  Professor  Louis  Bevier  remains  Dean  of  the  College,  in  general 
relation  with  all  its  departments.  The  Board  has  appointed  Associate 
Professor  Frederick  Charles  Minkler,  Director  of  the  Short  Courses  in 
Agriculture;  Professor  Alexander  James  Inglis,  Director  of  the  Summer 
Session;  and  Professor  Alva  Agee,  Director  of  Agricultural  Extension 
Work.  Miss  May  Gillespie,  graduate  of  Mount  Holyoke  College,  1910, 
with  the  degree  of  A.B.,  and  since  1910  connected  with  the  Library  of 
Rutgers,  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Librarian.  Luther  Harned  Mar- 
tin, sometime  member  of  the  class  of  1909  at  Rutgers,  and  since  1907  con- 
nected with  the  Registrar's  office,  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Regis- 
trar. William  Seymour  Valiant,  for  many  years  assistant  in  the  Geo- 
logical Museum,  has  been  appointed  Curator  of  the  Museum.  The  ap- 
pointment of  Mr.  Martin  and  Mr.  Valiant  was  made  in  June,  1913. 

The  Faculty  has  sustained  only  one  loss  during  the  year.  Five  or  six 
professors  at  least  have  received  invitations  to  go  to  other  colleges,  some 
of  them  to  be  heads  of  departments,  but  they  have  uniformly  declined 
to  leave  Rutgers.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  the  sympathy  with  the  col- 
lege and  loyal  devotion  to  its  work  shown  by  the  entire  body  of  profes- 
sors and  instructors.  It  is  right  to  make  grateful  acknowledgment  not 
only  of  their  efficient  work  of  instruction  but  as  well  of  their  unstinted 
service  in  the  general  field  of  the  college  welfare,  and  of  the  far-reach- 
ing activity  and  influence  of  many  of  them  in  the  general  field  of  science 
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and  education.  Some,  in  the  conduct  of  their  departments,  are  carrying 
more  responsibility  than  is  best  and  should,  in  fairness  to  them  and  to 
the  work,  be  in  some  measure  relieved  by  the  Trustees  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. Alexander  J.  Inglis,  Ph.D.,  Professor  of  the  Science  of  Education, 
has  received  a  call  from  Harvard  University,  and,  to  our  great  regret, 
is  to  leave  Rutgers. 

The  following  Professors  and  Assistants,  whose  appointment  was  re- 
corded in  the  last  annual  statement,  began  their  work  with  the  academic 
year,  1913-14:

The  following  appointments  in  the  department  of  agriculture  have 
been  made: 

Frank  App,  B.S.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Agronomy.  Mr.  App  was  graduated 
from  Pennsylvania  State  College  in  191 1.  He  remained  there  for  a  time  as 
associate  in  Experimental  Agronomy.  Later,  in  191 1,  he  became  Assistant 
Professor  of  Agronomy  at  the  State  College  of  New  Hampshire  and  Assistant 
Agronomist  in  the  New  Hampshire  Experiment  Station.  During  the  year, 
1913-14,  on  leave  of  absence,  he  pursued  graduate  studies  at  Cornell  University. 

Clarence  Elmer  Brett,  B.S.,  Instructor  in  Poultry  Husbandry.  Mr.  Brett  was 
graduated  from  the  State  College  of  Rhode  Island  in  19 13.  During  the  year 
s.ince  his  graduation  he  has  been  Instructor  in  Agriculture  at  the  Hampton 
Normal  College,  Hampton,  Virginia. 

Arthur  Tames  Farley,  B.S.,  Instructor  in  Horticulture.  Mr.  Farley  was 
graduated  from  the  State  College  of  Massachusetts  in  1908.  Since  1908  he  has 
been  Assistant  Horticulturist  at  the  New  Jersey  Experiment  Station,  and  during 
the  year,  191 3-14,  he  has  been  in  charge  of  the  extension  work  in  horticulture. 

One  Instructor  and  one  Assistant  have  resigned,  Earle  Cook  Stillwell, 
B.Sc,  Instructor  in  Horticulture,  and  John  Vail  Bissett,  B.Ss.,  Assistant 
in  Chemistry. 

Mention  was  made  in  the  last  annual  statement  of  the  providing  of 
an  Industrial  Research  Fellowship  by  the  Union  Sulphur  Company. 
There  have  now  been  added  five  similar  Fellowships,  one  the  gift  of  the 
American  Coal  Products  Company,  one  the  gift  of  Mr.  Thomas  A.  Edi- 
son, one  the  gift  of  the  Nitrate  Propaganda,  one  the  gift  of  the  German 
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Kali  Company,  and  one  the  gift  of  the  Murphy  Varnish  Company.  Each 
is  worth  from  $600  to  $1,000  a  year  for  three  years.  Each  is  for  re- 
search work  in  appropriate  field  by  candidate  for  advanced  degree.  The 
following  assignments  have  been  made  for  the  year  1914-1915 : 

Vanderpoel  Fellowships  in  Chemistry  to  Bryce  Inglis  MacDonald,  B.Sc,  Arthur 
Costello  Metcalf,  B'.Sc.,  and  Edward  Robert  Schmid,  B.Sc.,  graduates  of  Rutgers, 
1914;  the  Sulphur  Research  Fellowship  to  Henry  Clay  Lint,  B.S.,  Kansas  State, 
19 1 2,  who  held  it  during  the  past  year;  the  Thomas  A.  Edison  Lime  Research 
Fellowship  to  Nicholas  Kopeloff,  B.S.,  Columbia,  1912,  and  Cornell,  1914;  the 
Ammonium  Sulphate  Research  Fellowship  to  Ralph  Clayton  Cook,  B.S.,  Pennsyl- 
vania State,  1913.  Appointments  to  the  Soy  Bean  Research  Fellowship,  the 
Potash  Research  Fellowship,  and  the  Nitrate  Research  Fellowship  are  yet  to 
be  made. 

The  registry  in  the  college  proper,  the  degree  courses,  is  443.  The  en- 
tering class  numbers  165.  The  attendance  at  the  Short  Courses  in 
Agriculture  is  204.  The  attendance  at  the  Summer  Session  was  450, 
exclusive  of  at  least  75  unregistered  students.  With  7  graduate  students 
and  1  special  student  added,  the  total  registry  for  the  year  1914-15  is 
1,067. 

The  number  of  students  dropped  from  class  standing  and  withdrawing 
from  college  has  been  substantially  less  than  in  years  past,  owing  to  the 
new  rule  for  the  first  time  in  force,  permitting  a  student  to  continue 
with  his  class  in  studies  for  which  his  record  is  clear,  if  he  has  not  more 
than  two  courses  to  be  repeated  with  the  class  below.  While  the  rule 
seems  reasonable  and  has  probably  saved  the  college  course  to  some 
students,  it  has  also,  no  doubt,  encouraged  some  increase  of  deficiencies 
and  some  carelessness  as  to  their  removal,  and  has  kept  in  college  some 
students  whose  withdrawal  would  probably  be  the  wiser  thing  for  both 
themselves  and  the  college.  The  rule,  therefore,  though  substantially 
in  effect  at  virtually  all  colleges  and  universities,  is  still  on  trial  at 
Rutgers.  While  the  old  rule,  requiring  removal  of  all  deficiencies  be- 
fore entrance  on  any  courses  with  advanced  class,  had  its  great  ad- 
vantages for  the  college  and  for  the  general  body  of  students,  it  cannot 
perhaps  be  justified  for  all  individual  students;  and  the  correction  of 
the  present  disadvantages  must  probably  come,  not  by  restoring  the  old 
rule,  but  by  surrounding  the  new  rule  with  some  further  restrictions 
or  penalties. 

The  undergraduates  have  organized  a  Senior  Council  to  advise  in 
matters  of  undergraduate  interest  and  activity  and  in  measure  to  pre- 
side over  them.  The  Self-Government  Board,  maintained  now  for  about 
twenty  years,  has  exercised  a  limited  and  quite  clearly  defined  function, 
especially  of  a  judicial  sort  in  cases  of  offense  against  college  order.  It 
considers  cases  brought  before  it  by  the  Dean  of  the  College  or  by 
students  and  renders  decisions  subject  to  approval  by  the  Faculty.  A 
case  appropriate  to  its  consideration  may  be  settled  by  the  Dean  and 
any  student  or  students  concerned  without  necessary  reference  to  the 
Board.  Through  such  prior  settling  of  matters  that  arise  or  the 
absence  of  offences,  it  sometimes  happens  that  the  Self-Government 
Board  has  no  business  to  transact  through  an  entire  year.  It  has, 
through  all  the  years,  however,  fulfilled  a  most  important  and  excellent 
service  both  in  a  uniformly  reasonable  consideration  of  cases  brought 
before  it  and,  even  more,  through  its  very  existence  as  an  available 
court  of  appeal,  serving  thus  a  most  useful  purpose  in  the  college  life 
even  when  for  long  periods  without  business  before  it.  The  Senior 
Council,  to  be  composed  of  seven  members  of  the  senior  class  and  to 
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become  active  with  the  coming  year,  modeled  more  or  less  on  such 
organization  in  certain  other  colleges,  is  intended  to  consider  student 
customs,  inter-relations,  and  concerted  activities,  to  direct  and  correct, 
preserve  or  prevent,  and  promote  as  may  seem  necessary  or  appropriate. 
It  has  sprung  entirely  from  student  initiative  and  been  entirely  organ- 
ized by  the  student  body;  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  serve  a  definite 
and  good  purpose  in  the  field  of  undergraduate  affairs.  Other  new 
items  of  student  activity  have  been  the  organizing  of  a  Press  Club  and 
of  a  College  Orchestra,  and  the  reorganizing  of  the  Dramatic  Associa- 
tion. To  the  remarkably  successful  debating  record  of  many  years  two 
victories  and  one  defeat  were  added.  The  year  in  athletic  events  has 
been  in  general  satisfactory  and  successful.  It  is  not  an  altogether 
simple  problem,  however,  to  keep  athletics  in  entirely  wise  and  right 
lines.  Two  principles  definitely  maintained  are  an  ultimate  supervision 
by  the  Faculty  and  a  good  scholarship  record  by  all  players  on  inter-col- 
legiate teams.  An  ideal  indulged  by  the  administration  is  a  definite 
physical  recreation  for  every  student,  an  emphasis  on  the  general  physi- 
cal welfare  and  on  intra-mural  sports  rather  than  on  inter-collegiate 
games.  For  the  substantial  accomplishment  of  this  it  is  necessary 
that  larger  area  be  secured  for  exercise  and  that  the  corps  in  charge 
of  physical  training  be  enlarged.  The  Christian  Association  had  as 
Executive  Secretary  during  the  year  a  student  in  the  New  Brunswick 
Theological  Seminary.  Special  meetings  through  two  days  were  held 
in  the  spring,  led  by  representatives  sent  by  the  International  Commit- 
tee, attended  largely  by  the  students  and  marked  by  deep  interest.  An 
immediate  and  definite  outcome  of  these  meetings  was  a  desire  and  a 
movement  for  the  securing;  of  a  full  time  secretary  for  the  association. 

Mention  was  made  a  year  ago  of  the  question  of  college  policy  and 
welfare  presented  by  the  increase  of  fraternities  and  residence  clubs. 
The  Faculty,  having  given-  the  matter  some  consideration,  took  the  fol- 
lowing action:  "Resolved,  that  a  limitation  by  ratio  to  the  total  student 
enrollment,  of  the  number  of  inter-collegiate  student  societies  or  frater- 
nities be  suggested  to  the  Trustees  for  legislation  in  the  interest  of 
general  college  welfare.  Resolved,  that  a  limitation  by  ratio  to  the 
total  student  enrollment,  of  the  number  of  residence  clubs  or  societies, 
be  likewise  suggested,  in  the  interest  of  general  college  welfare,  and 
of  a  sufficient  general  dormitory  residence.  Resolved,  that  all  affilia- 
tions proposed  by  local  clubs  or  fraternities  not  yet  established  here  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty."  The  Trustees,  having  received 
this  communication  from  the  Faculty,  took  the  following  action:  "Re- 
solved, that  the  judgment  of  the  Faculty  as  to  the  limitation  of  fra- 
ternities and  residence  clubs  stated  in  communication  to  the  Trustees, 
be  in  general  approved;  that  the  matter  remain  under  consideration 
by  the  Committee  (Instruction  and  Discipline)  looking  to  wisest  specific 
action;  and  that  the  President  be  advised  to  disapprove  the  forming  of 
anv  additional  fraternities  or  residence  clubs  for  the  present." 

The  departments  other  than  under-graduate  have  been  maintained 
with  increased  attendance  and  efficiency.  The  second  season  of  the 
summer  session,  six  weeks,  gave  remarkable  evidence  of  usefulness  and 
promise  of  constant  growth.  The  work  was  in  charge  of  Dr.  Alexander 
J.  Inglis,  Professor  of  the  Science  of  Education,  and  about  thirty-five 
associates  in  the  teaching  crops.  About  two-thirds  of  the  teachers  are 
Professors  or  Instructors  in  the  college;  the  others  are  secured  from 
other  institutions.  The  appropriation  of  the  State  for  the  maintenance 
of  this  work,  $8,000,  was  available  only  for  courses  in  agriculture  and 
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allied  subjects — that  is,  the  sciences  or  other  studies  entering  with  clear 
propriety  into  an  agricultural  course.  It  has  been  essential,  however, 
for  the  proper  service  of  the  students  to  give  additional  courses  more 
general,  or  distinctly  in  other  fields.  The  money  for  this  has  had  to 
come  from  other  sources  and  of  such  additional  amount,  $3,500  in  all, 
about  $1,000  remains  yet  to  be  provided.  There  has  been  a  great  in- 
crease over  last  year  in  choice  of  the  more  advanced  and  distinctly  cul- 
tural subjects.  There  has  also  been  a  distinct  advance  in  the  average 
quality  of  the  work  done  by  the  students.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Legisla- 
ture of  the  State  will  make  its  appropriation  under  more  general  title 
another  year  and  will  increase  the  amount  from  $8,000  to  at  least 
$10,000.  The  service  rendered  the  State  is  an  especially  direct  one  since 
a  large  majority  of  the  students  are  teachers  in  the  schools  of  the 
State.  The  short  courses  in  agriculture,  maintaining  for  three  months 
in  the  winter,  are  in  charge  of  Professor  Frederick  C.  Minkler  and 
twenty  associates.  Extension  courses  also  have  been  given,  groups  pur- 
suing organized  study  in  New  Brunswick,  Bayonne  and  Trenton.  The 
proposal  of  a  Woman's  College,  affiliated  with  Rutgers,  has  come  before 
the  Trustees  in  formal  communication  from  the  committee  of  the  Fed- 
eration of  Women's  Clubs  of  New  Jersey  and  from  an  advisory  council 
formed  to  co-operate  with  that  committee.  The  action  of  the  Trustees 
in  response  was  as  follows:  "Resolved,  that  the  Trustees  approve  an 
affiliated  Woman's  College  if  the  arrangements  for  its  erection,  organ- 
ization and  maintenance  are  such  as  commend  themselves  to  the  Trus- 
tees. Resolved,  that  the  Advisory  Committee  be  a  committee  of  the 
Board  to  confer  with  the  committee  of  the  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs 
and  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  advisory  council  concerning  the 
matter." 

The  most  notable  undertaking  by  the  general  Alumni  Association  has 
been  an  Alumni  Quarterly,  the  first  number  of  which  will  be  issued  in 
October.  It  has  been  thought  very  desirable  that  such  a  periodical  be 
established,  following  the  precedent  of  many  colleges.  It  will  contain 
articles  appropriate  to  the  college  world,  news  of  the  college  life,  notes 
concerning  graduates  and  sketches  of  Rutgers'  history.  Earl  Reed 
Silvers,  A.B.,  graduate  of  the  class  of  1913,  who  has  had  newspaper 
experience,  and  has  been  during  the  past  year  in  charge  of  the  college 
publicity,  has  been  chosen  Editor-in-Chief,  and  Professor  Louis  Bevier 
and  Mr.  George  A.  Osborn,  Librarian,  have  been  chosen  Associate  Edi- 
tors. The  subscription  price  is  one  dollar,  and  the  Quarterly  will,  no 
doubt,  have  a  wide  circulation  among  the  alumni  and  friends  of  the  col- 
lege. The  Alumni  Association,  with  approval  of  the  Trustees,  has 
changed  its  method  of  nominating  candidate  for  trustee  in  one  particu- 
lar of  some  importance.  Instead  of  the  choice  of  nominee  remaining 
open  until  Commencement  Day,  ballots  being  received  by  mail  up  to 
that  time  and  by  personal  casting  on  that  day,  no  ballots  henceforth 
will  be  received  after  the  first  Saturday  in  June;  the  vote  will  be  counted 
on  that  day.  This  will  obviate  the  confusion  which  has  heretofore  ob- 
tained on  Commencement  Day,  and  will  permit  the  nomination  to  come 
before  the  Trustees  at  their  session  on  that  day  and  to  issue  in  election 
by  the  Board  at  once.  Although  the  polls  thus  closed  this  year  two 
weeks  earlier  than  in  years  past,  the  number  of  ballots  cast  was  uu- 
usuallv  larsre.  T*»e  New  Brunswick  Rutgers  Club  celebrated  Charter 
Day.  November  10th,  as  usual  with  banquet  at  Winants  Hall,  very 
largely  attended  and  addressed  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  E.  Cobb,  of  New 
York  City,  Dr.  Austin  Scott,  of  the  College,  Monsignor  John  A.  O'Grady, 
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of  New  Brunswick,  and  others.    The  New  York  City  Association  of  the 
Alumni  held  its  mid-winter  banquet  at  the  Hotel  Astor  as  usual,  also 
well  attended,  and  addressed  by  President  Alexander  C.  Humphreys,  oi 
Stevens  Institute,  the  Rev.  Dr.  William  I.  Chamberlain,  and  the  Hon. 
Martin  W.  Littleton.    The  President  of  the  College  also  spoke  on  each 
occasion.    Rutgers  clubs  in  other  cities  have  met  on  occasion.    In  many 
ways  the  general  support  of  the  college  by  graduates  has  been  shown. 
They  have  been  largely  responsible  for  the  Administration  Fund  which, 
composed  of  individual  gifts  of  $100  each,  has  amounted,  during  the 
year,  to  $3,150.    The  Alumni  Endowment  Fund  has  been  increased  by 
$3,000,  and  now  amounts  to  almost  $70,000.    The  anniversary  classes  at 
the  commencement  collation  continued  the  custom  of  gift  for  college 
purposes,  although  the  amounts  were  not  so  large  as  in  some  years  past. 
In  almost  all  instances  the  subscriptions  were  for  the  Endowment  Fund, 
the  classes  of  1874,  1894,  1899,  and  1904  giving  about  $500  each,  the 
class  of  1909  undertaking  about  the  same  amount,  and  the  class  of  1879, 
$1,000;  the  class  of  1889  is  also  undertaking  a  special  subscription;  and 
the  class  of  1884  added  $300  to  the  amount  it  annually  contributes  for 
the  improvement  of  Queen's  Building.    The  graduating  class,  the  class 
of  1914,  at  a  cost  of  about  $250,  presented  bronze  entrance  lamps  at  the 
Engineering  Building,  corresponding  to  the  lamps  placed  at  the  entrance 
of  the  Library  by  the  class  of  1888.    The  class  of  1888  added  to  its 
anniversary  gift  of  1913,  the  library  lamps,  a  capital  sum  of  $600,  to 
maintain  the  lighting  of  them  without  added  expense  to  the  college.  The 
largest  gift  received  by  the  college  during  the  year  $45,000.  in  March, 
from  a  friend  for  the  purchase  of  property  in  the  Neilson  Campus  block, 
following  upon  his  gift  of  $30,000  for  similar  purpose  in  August,  1913. 
Another  very  generous  gift  has  been  $20,000  from  Mrs.  Robert  F.  Bal- 
lantine  for  a  Swimming  Pool;  $5,000  additional  has  also  been  assured 
by  Mrs.  Ballantine  to  meet  the  unexpectedly  larger  expense  of  the 
erection.    Mr.  Leonor  F.  Loree,  of  the  class  of  1877,  and  the  Hon.  Wil- 
liam W.  Crape,  of  Massachusetts,  have  united  in  a  gift  of  $1,000  to 
establish  the  Jacob  Cooper  Memorial  Prize  in  Logic.    Nearly  $1,000 
has  been  contributed  by  several  trustees  for  the  purchase  of  a  small 
tract  of  land  adjoining  the  College  Farm.    The  gift  of  Research  Fellow- 
ship support  for  three  years,  from  $600  to  $1,000  each  annually,  by 
six  corporations  or  individuals,  has  been  already  related.    The  Jewish 
Agricultural  and  Industrial  Aid  Society  has  donated  $1,000  for  the  aid 
of  students  attending  the  Short  Courses  in  Agriculture.  Professor, 
Clarence  Ward  has  given  $500  from  his  first  year's  salary  on  the  Van 
Campen  Taylor  Foundation  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  Library 
in  his  department,  the  department  of  architecture. 

The  property  advancements  during  the  year  have  been  unusual  and 
notable.  The  Agricultural  Building  at  the  College  Farm,  for  which  the 
State  appropriated  $100,000,  has  been  in  course  of  construction  and  is 
now  completed.  The  furnishing  and  equipment,  for  which  the  State  appro- 
priated $20,000,  is  installed.  The  large  cash  gifts  of  a  generous  friend 
of  the  college  have  enabled  the  Trustees  to  purchase  the  three  proper- 
ties with  dwellings  on  College  avenue  east  of  Seminary  Place,  and  the 
three  properties  with  dwellings  on  College  avenue  west  of  Hamilton 
street.  The  dwellings  near  Seminary  Place  were  removed  and  the  site 
was  assie-ned  to  the  John  Howard  Ford  Dormitory.  This  building,  the 
cost  of  which,  about  $130,000,  was  offered  to  the  Trustees  by  Mr.  Ford 
at  Commencement,  1913,  contracts  for  which  he  had  signed,  and  the 
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erection  of  which  was  begun  in  the  winter  shortly  before  his  death,  has 
been  rapidly  advanced  by  his  estate  and  is  now  approaching  completion. 
The  dwellings  near  Hamilton  street  are  rented  and  produce  substantial 
revenue  for  general  college  purposes.  The  Swimming  Pool,  generously 
provided  for  by  Mrs.  Robert  F.  Ballantine  with  subscription  of  $25,000, 
attaches  with  the  Robert  F.  Ballantine  Gymnasium;  it  was  begun  in  the 
spring  and  is  to  be  completed  by  February  1,  1915.  It  has  been  for  the 
most  part  designed  by  Clarence  Ward,  Ph.D.,  Professor  of  Architec- 
ture, after  visits  by  him  and  Professor  Fred  H.  Dodge,  Director  of  the 
Gymnasium,  to  similar  erections  at  other  colleges  and  universities,  and 
will  be  one  of  the  best  buildings  of  the  kind  in  the  country.  Professor 
Ward  also  served  largely  in  the  designing  of  the  Agricultural  Building. 
The  John  Howard  Ford  Dormitory  having  been  designed  by  Mr.  Bertram 
G.  Goodhue,  all  these  new  erections  are  a  most  gratifying  addition  to 
the  college  group  from  the  architectural  standpoint,  as  well  as  from  the 
standpoint  of  promised  efficiency.  Three  houses,  designed  by  Mr.  D.  D. 
Williamson,  of  the  class  of  1870,  have  been  erected  during  the  year  on 
the  site  on  upper  George  street,  overlooking  the  Raritan  river,  purchased 
for  Preparatory  School.  They  compose  a  substantial,  attractive,  well- 
adapted  dormitory  for  boarding  students.  A  lot,  75  x  80  feet,  has  been 
purchased  and  added  to  the  site  of  these  houses  acquired  a  year  ago. 
The  Memorial  Wall,  on  the  west  side  of  Queen's  Campus,  for  which 
Mrs.  Russell  W.  Moore  gave  $3,300  a  year  ago,  has  been  built,  and  Mrs. 
Moore,  by  gift  of  $250  additional,  has  placed  a  post  at  the  northwest 
corner,  bearing  the  name  of  George  Buckham,  of  the  class  of  1832, 
her  grandfather,  by  whom  the  wall  on  the  north  side  was  given  years 
ago,  and  in  memory  of  whom  the  west  wall  has  now  been  erected.  The 
class  of  1888  has  accomplished  its  purpose,  proposed  at  its  twenty-fifth 
anniversary,  the  erection  of  very  handsome  bronze  entrance  lamps  at 
the  Ralph  Voorhees  Library;  they  prove  not  only  ornamental  but  also 
even  more  useful  than  anticipated.  Appropriate  repairs  and  improve- 
ments have  been  made  throughout  the  college  property;  and  the  ordi- 
nary care  of  the  property  has  never  been  more  satisfactorily  maintained. 

The  State  of  New  Jersey  in  its  Appropriation  Bills  of  1914  included 
the  following  items  related  to  the  college:  Land  Grant  Interest,  $5,800; 
Scholarships,  $30,000;  Short  Courses  in  Agriculture,  $20,000;  Summer 
Session,  $8,000;  Long  Courses  in  Agriculture,  $4,000;  Reference  Books 
and  Periodicals,  $2,000;  Maintenance  and  Repair  of  Farm  Buildings, 
$2,000;  Maintenance  and  Development  of  Farm  Grounds,  $3,000;  Erec- 
tion of  Green  Houses,  $3,500.  An  important  addition  to  the  list  usual 
heretofore  is  the  item,  Long  Courses  in  Agriculture;  it  is  hoped  that 
specific  support  along  this  line  will  be  not  only  maintained  but  sub- 
stantially increased  henceforth.  An  important  and  unfortunate  omis- 
sion from  the  usual  list  is  the  $5,000  for  the  Department  of  Clay  Work- 
ing and  Ceramics  which  has  been  appropriated  for  several  years.  Its 
omission  appears  to  have  been  decided  by  the  committee  of  the  Legis- 
lature at  the  last  moment  when  some  special  economies  seemed  neces- 
sary, and  is  further  explained,  perhaps,  by  the  fact  that  few  students, 
are  just  now  pursuing  study  in  this  department.  The  failure  of  students 
to  choose  this  study,  looking  to  open  and  important  and  lucrative  voca- 
tion, is  to  be  regretted.  The  number,  however,  may  increase  at  any 
time,  and  the  department  cannot  be  alternately  maintained  and  omitted; 
it  must  be  continuous  if  it  exists  at  all.  More  especially,  the  work  of  the 
department  is  research  as  well  as  instruction:  its  researches  and  con- 
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elusions  are  of  great  importance  to  this  industry  in  the  State,  New  Jer- 
sey being  the  third  State  in  the  Union  in  clay  and  ceramic  products.  It 
is  anticipated  that  the  Legislature  of  1915  will  renew  the  appropriation. 
It  may  also  include  an  item  in  its  Suppplemental  Bill  which  will  pro- 
vide for  the  department. 

The  Governor  of  the  State,  pending  session  of  the  Legislature,  has 
designated  Rutgers  College  as  the  college  to  receive  the  money  which 
will  come  to  the  State  henceforth  from  Federal  funds  under  the  Smith- 
Lever  act  (H.  R.  7951),  passed  by  Congress  and  signed  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States  in  the  spring.  This  act  provides  for  co-operative 
agricultural  extension  work,  stating  that  this  "shall  consist  of  the 
giving  of  instruction  and  practical  demonstration  in  agriculture  and 
home  economics  to  persons  not  attending  or  resident  in  such  colleges 
in  the  several  communities,  and  imparting  to  such  persons  information 
on  said  subjects  through  field  demonstrations,  publications,  and  other- 
wise; and  this  work  shall  be  carried  on  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  the  State 
Agricultural  College  or  colleges  receiving  the  benefits  of  this  act."  The 
amount  to  be  received  by  the  college  on  this  account  from  the  Federal 
treasury  for  the  year,  1914-1915,  is  $10,000.  In  each  succeeding  year, 
until  1922-1923,  an  additional  amount  becomes  available  if  equal  amount 
be  contributed  by  the  State  itself.  The  full  amount  available  in  1922- 
1923,  if  the  State  fully  co-operates,  will  be  $62,341;  and  this  will  be 
the  fixed  amount  annually  available  thereafter.  The  State  has  already 
entered  into  such  agricultural  extension  work,  making  appropriation 
therefor;  it  may  be  anticipated  that  it  will  keep  pace  with  the  increas- 
ing Federal  offer.  The  college,  in  view  of  the  $10,000  to  be  at  once 
received,  is  now  organizing  the  new  department  under  the  Dean  of 
Agriculture,  Professor  Lipman,  with  Professor  Agee  as  Director  of  Ag- 
ricultural Extension.  The  money  cannot  be  used  for  purchase,  erection, 
and  repair  of  buildings,  or  purchase  or  rental  of  land,  or  for  any  col- 
lege course  of  instruction;  and  not  more  than  five  per  cent,  may  be 
used  for  printing  or  the  distribution  of  publications. 

The  Treasury  continues  to  make  a  really  remarkable  showing.  The 
collections  of  income  from  invested  funds,  student  accounts,  and  general 
sources,  are  singularly  complete.  In  spite  of  considerably  increased 
expense,  substantial  advance  in  corps  of  instruction  and  in  rates  of 
salaries,  the  college  current  account  of  the  year  shows  no  deficiency. 
Certain  special  funds  have  been  slightly  increased  by  the  adding  of 
accumulated  interest  to  the  capital  amount,  the  Brodhead  Classical  Prize 
Fund  from  $500  to  $700,  the  Blodgett  Fellowship  Fund  from  $1,200  to 
$1,500,  the  John  Oliver  Herbert  Fellowship  Fund  from  $5,000  to  $6,000. 

The  Library  has  had  unusual  additions  during  the  year,  7,363  volumes 
hvaing  been  added,  bringing  the  total  number  to  76,643.  The  increase 
has  come  in  part  by  purchase  but  chiefly  by  donation.  Mrs.  Isabel  Con- 
ant  Hillhouse  has  given  the  general  library  of  her  husband,  the  late 
Mansfield  L.  Hillhouse,  LL.B.  His  law  library  of  several  hundred 
volumes  were  given  by  her  some  time  ago,  and  the  present  gift  adds 
about  2,000  books  of  history,  biography,  essay  and  fiction,  many  of  the 
sets  being  in  especially  fine  binding.  Mr.  Richard  V.  Dey  and  Miss 
Mary  L.  Dey  have  given  the  library  of  their  brother,  the  late  Anthony 
Dey,  Esq.,  of  the  class  of  1850,  and  trustee,  about  1,000  books,  some  of 
biography,  travel  and  general  literature,  but  most  of  them  of  law,  in- 
cluding many  rare  and  valuable  volumes.    Mrs.  Willard  P.  Voorhees 
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has  given  a  large  part  of  the  library  of  her  husband,  the  late  Justice, 
Willard  P.  Voorhees,  of  the  class  of  1871,  and  trustee,  about  700  books, 
chiefly  in  law.  The  several  gifts,  aggregating  many  volumes  in  law, 
have  finely  developed  that  department  of  the  library.  The  additions  in 
general  literature  and  fiction  have  also  been  especially  appreciated  be- 
cause virtually  no  expenditure  of  library  funds  can  be  made  in  these 
fields.  The  increase  of  the  year  also  includes  about  1,300  books  in 
French  literature  purchased  with  the  gift  of  $1,500  of  Mrs.  Grace  T. 
Wells,  announced  last  year.  The  books  were  most  carefully  selected; 
they  were  purchased  abroad  and  bound  in  this  country,  and  they  make 
the  Library  very  rich  in  the  recent  literature  of  this  department.  The 
gift  of  $1,000  by  Mrs.  Ralph  Voorhees,  also  announced  last  year,  has 
been  expended  with  great  service  to  the  library  facilities;  the  basement 
has  been  renovated,  and  shelving  for  perhaps  15,000  books  has  been 
added;  much  needed  rearrangement  of  departments,  thus  made  possible, 
has  been  accomplished.  An  item  of  special  interest  has  been  the  trans- 
fer of  the  Weston  Memorial  Room,  the  Napoleon  Room,  to  the  Library. 
It  was  established  in  1899  by  the  late  Mrs.  Katharine  Janeway  Weston 
in  memory  of  Henry  Janeway  Weston,  of  the  class  of  1899,  a  room 
being  set  apart  in  Queen's  Building  for  the  furniture,  prints  and  books 
presented  by  her,  and  a  fund  of  $1,000  being  received  from  her  for  its 
maintenance  as  a  seminar  room.  It  has  been  a  center  of  much  in- 
terest and  has  served  a  noble  purpose.  In  order  to  make  it  more  gen- 
erally available  to  the  public,  and  in  order  to  release  the  Queen's  Build- 
ing room  for  pressing  administrative  purposes,  the  transfer  has  been 
made,  with  the  consent  of  Miss  Helen  H.  Janeway,  to  an  available  and 
appropriate  room  at  the  front  of  the  Library.  The  change  has  proved 
at  once  most  advantageous  in  every  way,  and  especially  in  the  satis- 
faction given  the  many  visitors  to  the  Library  interested  in  the  con- 
tents of  the  room.  The  historical  collections  in  the  corresponding  ad- 
jacent room  are  receiving  constant  additions  from  many  sources,  and 
earnest  request  is  made  for  manuscripts,  publications,  relics  of  any  sort, 
associated  with  the  early  life  of  the  college.  All  possible  historical  ma- 
terial is  desired  now  with  view  to  the  celebration  of  the  one  hundred 
and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  chartering  of  the  college  in  1916.  The 
John  Bogart  Letters,  letters  to  John  Bogart,  of  the  class  of  1778,  from 
college  friends,  1776-1782,  which  were  discovered  and  came  into  the 
possession  of  the  college  a  few  years  ago,  have  now  been  published  in 
exact  form,  with  sketches  of  the  writers  and  with  explanatory  and  his- 
torical notes.  A  copy  of  this  very  handsome  and  valuable  pamphlet  will 
be  sent  by  the  college  office  to  anyone  requesting  it.  The  corps  ,of 
assistants  in  the  Library  has  been  somewhat  increased  to  "meet  the  in- 
creased use  of  it  and  to  bring  it  into  greater  efficiency,  and  the  work  of 
all  has  been  notably  well  done.  The  college  is  fortunate  in  the  ability, 
aptness  and  devotion  of  its  Librarian,  Mr.  George  A.  Osborn,  of  the 
class  of  1897.  Many  of  the  departments  are  in  serious  need  of  immedi- 
ate and  substantial  additions,  especially  the  departments  of  History,, 
Psychology  and  Philosophy,  German,  Spanish  and  Engineering.  A  gift 
of  $500,  or  even  $250,  would  go  far  toward  supplying  the  most  immedi- 
ate need  of  any  one  of  these.  It  is  also  necessary  to  report  the  impera- 
tive need  of  an  addition  to  the  Library  building  for  the  best  arrange- 
ment of  the  present  collection  of  books,  so  largely  increased  from  the 
time  of  the  erection  ten  years  ago,  and  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
volumes  which  must  be  added  increasingly  from  year  to  year.    A  plan 
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for  appropriate  addition,  to  cost  perhaps  $40,000,  has  been  prepared 
by  Professor  Ward,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  way  will  open  to 
undertake  the  work  in  the  not  far  future. 

The  Preparatory  School  has  remained  during  the  year  at  disadvan- 
tage owing  to  the  necessary  use  of  the  old  school  residence.  This,  has 
again  compelled  a  deficiency  in  the  year's  accounts  which  has  been 
met,  however,  by  a  generous  friend  of  the  school  and  college.  In  every 
respect,  save  the  financial,  the  school  has  had  a  successful  year.  With 
removal  to  the  new  Houses,  in  splendid  location,  the  school  can  now 
confidently  invite  the  patronage  of  boarding  students,  and  financial 
deficiency  ought  not  to  recur.  The  school  is  well  organized,  the  corps 
of  instruction  competent,  and  the  house  management  excellent.  Alumni 
and  friends  of  the  college  will  be  thoroughly  justified  in  committing 
preparatory  students  to  the  Head  Master,  Mr.  William  P.  Kelly,  and  in 
giving  him  all  possible  support. 

The  Experiment  Station  has  continued  its  work  with  increased  in- 
fluence and  usefulness,  with  increased  service  to  the  State  and  Nation. 
The  distinction  and  far-reaching  value  of  the  work  are  in  measure  evi- 
denced by  the  constant  visits  of  scholars  and  officials  from  many  parts 
of  our  own  and  foreign  lands.  Among  these  during  the  year  past  have 
been  visitors  from  Mexico,  Canada,  Great  Britain,  Germany,  Hungary, 
Japan  and  Russia;  from  various  departments  of  the  scientific  work  of 
the  United  States  Government;  and  from  many  Universities,  Experi- 
ment Stations,  Botanical  Gardens,  and  Agricultural  Associations. 

The  Affiliated  Societies  and  Department  clubs  have  had  their  usual 
active  year  and  substantial  usefulness.  Among  the  readers  of  papers 
and  subjects  presented  have  been:

Worcester,  on  the  Wild  Tribes  of  the  Philippines  and  What  the  Unit,ed 
States  has  done  for  them.  President  John  M.  Thomas,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  of 
Middlebury  College,  Vermont,  preached  the  sermon  in  Kirkpatrick 
Chapel  on  the  Day  of  Prayer  for  Colleges.  Other  preachers  in  the 
Chapel,  beside  professors  in  the  college  and  professors  in  the  New 
Brunswick  Seminary,  have  been  Rev.  P.  T.  Pockman,  D.D.,  Rev.  William 

I.  Chamberlain,  D.D.,  and  Professor  Graham  Taylor,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  of 
Chicago. 

Formal  occasions  of  special  interest,  in  addition  to  Charter  Day,  when 
the  address  was  given  by  Mr.  Mabie,  and  the  Day  of  Prayer,  when  the 
sermon  was  preached  by  President  Thomas,  have  included  the  laying 
of  the  corner  stone  of  the  John  Howard  Ford  Dormitory  and  the  visit 
of  tKe  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution.  The  corner  stone  of  the  dor- 
mitory was  laid  on  the  day  of  the  meeting  of  the  Trustees,  April  10th, 
at  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  Mr.  James  B.  Ford,  brother  of  the 
late  Mr.  John  Howard  Ford  and  executor  of  his  estate,  was  represented 
by  his  secretary,  Mr.  Charles  S.  Boyd,  who,  with  the  architect,  Mr. 
Bertram  G.  Goodhue,  took  part  in  the  ceremony.  The  Trustees,  Faculty 
and  undergraduates  attended  in  a  body.  Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev. 
J.  Preston  Searle,  D.D.,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  Presi- 
dent of  the  college  read  appropriate  passage  of  Scripture  and  made  a 
brief  address,  relating  the  generous,  personal  and  official  interest  of  Mr. 
Ford,  which  brought  forth  the  gift  of  the  building  to  the  college,  and 
read  the  list  of  contents  placed  in  the  corner  stone.  Members  of  the 
National  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  celebrating 
the  journey  of  General  Washington  from  Philadelphia  to  Cambridge  to 
take  command  of  the  American  Army,  1775,  by  journey  over  his  route,

stopped  at  New  Brunswick  on  the  appropriate  day,  June  24th,  and, 
desiring  to  honor  the  college's  colonial  foundation,  visited  the  campus; 
they  were  welcomed  in  the  Chapel  by  the  President  of  the  college  with 
address  on  the  life  of  the  college  in  colonial  and  revolutionary  time  and 
on  the  distinguished  patriots  among  its  early  tutors  and  students.  The 
guests  also  visited  the  Library  where  the  historical  treasures  of  the 
college  were  shown  to  them  by  the  Librarian  and  his  assistants.  The 
visit  was  of  great  interest  to  the  college  and  highly  appreciated,  and 
the  visitors,  anticipating  matter  of  interest  to  them,  were  apparently 
impressed  beyond  their  anticipations  by  the  wealth  of  historical  matter 
represented  in  the  life  of  the  college. 

The  President  has  represented  the  college  at  the  Inauguration  of  the 
President  of  Ursinus  College,  at  the  Dedication  of  the  Graduate  School  at 
Princeton,  and  at  the  Installation  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education  of 
the  State  of  New  York.  The  college  has  been  represented  on  other 
occasions  as  follows:  At  the  Inauguration  of  the  President  of  Hobart 
College  and  William  Smith  College  by  Professor  Waiter  T.  Marvin;  at 
the  25th  Anniversary  of  the  Woman's  College  of  Western  Reserve 
University,  and  at  the  Inauguration  of  the  President  of  Denison  Uni- 
versity by  the  Rev.  Paul  F.  Sutphen,  D.D.,  President  of  the  Cleveland 
Rutgers  Club;  at  the  Inauguration  of  the  President  of  Decatur  College, 
James  Milliken  University  by  Mr.  Howard  Elting,  President  of  the  Chi- 
cago Rutgers  Club;  at  the  Inauguration  of  the  President  of  Randolph- 
Macon  Woman's  College  by  Mr.  Horace  S.  Hawes,  Rutgers  class  of  1892; 
at  the  Inauguration  of  the  President  of  the  University  of  Colorado  by 
Professor  Samuel  A.  Johnson,  Rutgers  class  of  1891;  at  the  25th 
Anniversary  of  Agnes  Scott  College  by  Mr.  George  Harrington,  Rutgers 
class  of  1898.  The  President  of  the  college,  again  visiting  various  in- 
stitutions by  generous  arrangement  of  the  Trustee,  Mr.  L.  F.  Loree, 
chose  certain  affiliated  colleges  for  women  and  certain  preparatory 
schools  as  especially  related  to  problems  now  presenting  themselves  at 
Rutgers;  he  visited  the  Woman's  College  of  Western  Reserve  University, 
the  Woman's  College  of  Brown  University,  Radcliffe  College  and  Bar- 
nard College;  also,  Phillips  Andover,  Phillips  Exeter,  Groton  and  St. 
Paul's  Schools. 

At  Commencement  thirteen  candidates  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts,  five  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Letters,  forty-six  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science,  twTo  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity,  three  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  two  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science,  three  the 
degree  of  Civil  Engineer,  one  the  degree  of  Electrical  Engineer.  Honor- 
ary degrees  were  conferred  as  follows:  the  decree  of  Mining  Engineer 
on  John  VanNostrand  Dorr,  of  the  class  of  1894;  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Science  on  Frederick  Alexander  Canfield,  of  the  class  of  1870;  the  de- 
gree of  Doctor  of  Divinity  on  the  Rev.  William  Patterson  Bruce,  of  the 
class  of  1884,  and  on  the  Rev.  Alexander  MacColl;  and  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws  on  Austin  Scott,  Professor  of  Political  Science  at  Rut- 
gers, on  Alexander  Crombie  Humphreys,  President  of  Stevens  Institute, 
and  on  James  Fairman  Fielder,  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey.

1.  Entrance  examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  at  the  College 
on  Friday  and  Saturday,  June  18  and  19,  1915. 

2.  The  State  competitive  examinations  will  be  held  in  each  county  on 
Friday  and  Saturday,  June  4  and  5,  1915. 

3.  Students  who  have  passed  the  examinations  held  under  the  author- 
ity of  the  Regents  of  the  State  of  New  York,  or  the  examinations  of  the 
College  Entrance  Examination  Board,  are  admitted  on  presentation  of 
testimonials  to  that  effect. 

4.  Students  who,  being  graduates  of  a  four  years'  course,  present  cer- 
tificates from  certain  schools  approved  by  the  Faculty  of  the  College, 
are  exempted  from  examination  in  the    studies  thus  certified. 


II.  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 
The  requirements  for  admission  to  the  freshman  class  for  1915  are 
fully  stated  in  the  catalogue,  which  may  be  had  on  application.  A  brief 
statement  in  tabular  form  here  follows,  for  the  understanding  of  which 
it  is  necessary  to  remember  that  a  "point"  may  be  defined  as  a  subject 
of  the  secondary  school  curriculum  pursued  throughout  an  academic 
year  for  five  periods  a  week.

For  admission  to  the  A.B.  and  Litt.B.  courses  15  points  are  required,  of 

which  1  point  may  be  either  in  History  (other  than  Ancient  History)  or  in 

Science,  at  the  option  of  the  student. 
For  admission  to  the  general  B.S'c.  course  the  requirements  are  as  follows  : 

3  points  in  English,  3  points  in  Mathematics,  and  9  points  in  other  subjects, 

making  a  total  of  15  points. 
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For  admission  to  the  technical  B.Sc.  courses  the  requirements  are  as  follows: 
3  points  in  English,  4  points  in  Mathematics,  and  8  points  in  other  sub- 
jects, making  a  total  of  15  points. 

English.— The  standard  college  entrance  requirement  of  four  years,  equated 
as  3  points,  is  in  force  for  admission  to  all  courses. 

Mathematics.— For  the  A.B.,  Litt.B.  and  general  E.  Sc.  courses,  the  require- 
ment is  Algebra  (through  the  progressions,  including  the  binominal  theorem 
for  posi  ive  integr;  I  exponents,  graphs,  and  logarithms),  and  Plane  Geometry, 
equated  as  3  points.  ..it.  1  m 

For  the  technical  B.Sc.  courses  the  requirement  is  Algebra,  as  above,  Plane 
and  Solid  Geometry,  and  Plane  Trigonometry,  equated  as  4  pom's. 

Latin.  For  the  A.B.  and  Litt.B.  courses,  a  standard  four-year  course  is 

required,  covering  beginner's  Latin,  reading  of  texts  equal  in  amount  to 
four  books  of  the  Gallic  War,  six  orations  of  Cicero,  and  six  books  of  the 
Aeneid,  grammar,  and  prose  composition,  the  whole  equated  as  4  points. 
The  texts  prescribed  for  reading  are  Cicero's  orations  for  the  Manilian  law 
and  for  Archias,  and  Virgil's  Aeneid,  Books  I,  II,  and  either  IV  or  VI. 
For  a  list  of  the  works  from  which  the  remainder  of  the  reading  may  be 
selected,  see  Rutgers  College  Catalogue.  The  certificate  requirement  in 
prose  composition  is  formulated  as  the  equivalent  of  one  period  a  week 
during  the  last  two  years  of  the  school  course. 

Greek. —  A  standard  three-year  course  is  required  for  admission  to  the  A.B. 
course,  covering  beginner's  Greek,  Xenophon,  Homer,  and  prose  composi 
tion,  equated  as  3  points. 

German  and  French. — For  the  Litt.B.  course,  three  years  of  German  or 
French  (i.  e.,  "Intermediate"  German  or  French  as  denned  by  the  College 
Entrance  Examination  Board)  are  required,  equated  as  3  points. 

For  the  general  B.Sc.  course  (a)  three  years  of  German  or  French,  or  (b> 
four  years,  two  of  each  language,  or  (c)  five  years,  three  of  either  language 
and  two  of  the  o'her,  or  (d)  six  years,  three  of  each  language,  may  be 
offered  and  will  be  equated  accordingly. 

For  the  technical  B.Sc.  courses  (a)  two  years  of  German  or  French,  (b)  three 
years  of  German  or  French,  (c)  four  years,  two  of  each  language,  (d)  five 
years,  three  of  either  language  and  two  of  the  other,  or  (e)  six  years,  three 
of  each  language,  may  be  offered  and  will  be  equated  accordingly. 

For  the  B.Sc.  courses,  general  and  technical,  two  or  three  years  of  Latin  will 
be  allowed  for  the  present  as  an  equivalent  for  a  corresponding  amount  of 
either  German  or  French.  Not  more  than  three  years  nor  less  than  two 
years  will  be  accepted  in  any  language. 

Science. — For  the  B.Sc.  courses,  (a)  one  year  of  experimental  science  (either 
Physics  or  Chemistry)  is  required,  and  will  be  equated  as  1  point;  (b)  two 
years  of  experimental  science  (Physics  and  Chemistry,  or  Physics  and 
Biology,  or  Chemistry  and  Biology),  or  three  years  (Physics,  Chemistry, 
and  Biology)  may  be  offered,  and  will  be  equated  accordingly. 

Biology  is  defined  as  a  year's  experimental  course  either  in  Botany,  or  in 
Zoology,  or  in  Botany  and  Zoology. 

For  the  A.B.  and  Litt.B.  courses  one  year  of  experimental  science  (either 
Physics,  or  Chemistry,  or  Biology)  may  be  offered,  and  will  be  equated 
as  1  point. 

History. — For  the  A.B.  and  Litt.B.  courses  Ancient  History  is  required,  and 
will  be  equated  as  1  point.  In  addition  either  (a)  United  States  History 
and  Civics,  or  (b)  Medieval  and  Modern  History,  or  (c)  English  History, 
may  be  offered,  and  will  be  equated  as  1  point. 

For  the  B.Sc.  courses,  one  course  in  History  is  required,  to  be  chosen  from 
those  named  above,  and  equated  as  1  point,  and  two,  or  three,  courses  in 
History  may  be  offered  and  will  be  equated  accordingly. 
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III.    COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

The  College  offers  courses  leading  to  the  degrees  of  A.B.,  Litt.B.,  and 
B.Sc.  Under  the  last  are  included  a  general  science  course,  and  techni- 
cal science  courses  in  Civil  Engineering,  Electrical  Engineering,  Mechani- 
cal Engineering,  Chemistry,  Ceramics,  Agriculture  and  Biology.  The 
A.B.,  the  Litt.B.,  and  the  general  science  courses  permit  large  freedom 
in  the  choice  of  electives  and  provide  liberal  preparatory  training  for 
the  professions  of  law,  medicine,  theology,  teaching  and  journalism. 
The  technical  science  courses  are  designed  to  prepare  for  industrial  posi- 
tions of  leadership,  except  the  course  in  Biology-,  which  aims  to  give  a 
liberal  training  in  the  sciences  and  is  especially  appropriate  as  a  pre- 
liminary to  the  study  of  medicine.  Short  courses,  not  leading  to  a  de- 
gree, are  offered  in  Ceramics  and  in  Agriculture.  The  following  details 
may  be  noted: 

f.    Students  entering  with  the  requirements  of  the  course  leading  to  the  degree 
of  Litt.B.  may  substitute  beginner's  Greek  for  the  modern  language  of  the 
freshman  year,  and  will  take  regular  freshman  Greek  in  the  sophomore 
year.    In  this  case,  the  degree  of  A.B.  will  be  conferred  on  completion  of 
he  course. 

2  Students  pursuing  the  general  science  course,  in  case  more  than  half  their 
elective  work  in  the"  sophomore,  junior  and  senior  years  is  chosen  in 
language,  history,  political  science,  ethics,  pedagogy,  or  philosophy,  will 
receive  at  graduation  the  degree  of  Litt.B. 

X  Students  entering  with  the  requirements  for  the  technical  science  courses 
may,  at  the  close  of  the  freshman  year,  be  transferred  to  the  general 
science  course,  pursuing  history,  physics,  French,  and  drill  with  the  general 
science  students,  and  English  with  the  technical  science  students,  together 
with  five  elective  hours  as  set  forth  under  section  V. 

4     Students  in  the  general  science  course,  who  so  desire,  may,  at  the  close  of 
"  the  freshman  year,  be  transferred  to  the  technical  science  course  in  Agri- 

cul'ure  or  in  Kiology.

Exercises  in  English  composition  and  public  speaking  are  required  of  all 
students  throughout  the  four  years,  each  being  credited  as  the  equivalent  of  i 
hour  a  week  for  each  term. 
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IV.    ELECTIVES  AND  OPTIONS. 

Before  choosing  their  electives,  students  must  consult  the  professors 
concerned,  and  at  the  beginning  of  the  sophomore  year  students  in  the 
technical  science  courses  must  consult  also  the  head  of  the  technical 
science  course  which  they  intend  to  pursue.  There  is  a  standing  com- 
mittee of  the  Faculty  to  which  all  elective  choices  are  submitted  for 
approval.  All  choices  are  subject  to  the  requirements  of  the  schedule, 
and  will  be  allowed  only  when  the  previous  preparation  of  the  student 
qualifies  him  for  the  work  chosen. 


V.    SOPHOMORE  ELECTIVES. 

Students  in  the  A.B.  and  Litt.B.  courses  may  take  in  continuation  of 
their  freshman  work,  any  two  of  the  3-hour  sophomore  courses  in  Eng- 
lish, Latin,  Greek,  (A.B.  course),  German  (Litt.B.  course),  and  mathe- 
matics, but  those  who  have  taken  beginner's  Greek  (Greek  A)  in  the 
freshman  year  must  continue  with  regular  freshman  Greek  in  the  sopho- 
more year. 

Students  in  the  general  science  course  may  take  any  two  of  the  3-hour 
sophomore  courses  in  English,  German,  mathematics,  botany  or  zoology. 

Students  transferred  from  the  technical  science  course  to  the  general 
science  course,  will  choose,  in  addition  to  the  required  subjects,  one  of 
the  following  combinations: 

1.  Pure  mathematics  (4  hours)   with  those  pursuing  the  engineering  courses, 

together  with  drafting  (3  hours^i). 

2.  Mathematics  (3  hours)  with  those  pursuing  the  courses  in  Chemistry  and 

Ceramics,  together  with  drafting  (5  hours— 2).

VII.    MODERN  LANGUAGE  RULES  AND  OPTIONS. 

Certain  rules  will  govern  the  choice  of  French  or  German  in  the  sopho- 
more year: 

1.  Students  in  the  technical  B.Sc.  courses  who  have  offered  no  German  for 

entrance  will  continue  German  from  the  freshman  year. 

2.  Students  in  the  technical  B'.Sc.  courses  who  have  offered  German  and  no 

French  for  entrance  will  take  French. 

3.  Students  in  the  technical,  B.Sc.  courses  who  have  offered  both  German  and 

French  for  entrance  will  choose,  subject  to  approval,  either  French  or 
German. 

4.  Students  in  the  A.B.  course  will  choose,  subject  to  approval,  either  French 

or  German. 


VIII.    TECHNICAL  SCIENCE  COURSES. 

The  technical  science  courses  begin  to  diverge  with  the  sophomore 
year,  the  specialization  increasing  each  year  thereafter.

IX.    STATE  SCHOLARSHIPS  IN  THE  SCIENTIFIC  SCHOOL. 

For  residents  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  scholarships  open  to  candi- 
dates for  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Letters,  or  Bach- 
elor of  Science  are  provided  as  follows: 

i.    State  Scholarships.  Act  of  March  31,   1890,  as  amended  by  Act  of  March 
3i,  1905. 

These  scholarships  cover  all  the  College  fees,  including  the  charges  for  tuition 
and  public-room  service  and  special  fees,  altogether  $130  to  $160,  according 
to  circumstances. 
Appointment  to  these  scholarships  is  determined  as  follows : 
A  competitive  examination,  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Superintendents 
and  the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  each  county,  is  held  in  each 
county  of  the  State  on  the  first  Friday  in  June  and  the  Saturday  following 
of  each  year  (in  1915  on  June  4  and  5). 
The  whole  number  of  such  scholarships  to  be  awarded  each  year  is  equal  to 
the  whole  number  of  members  of  Assembly  for  the  State  as  follows  : 
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Scholarships. 


Atlantic,  i  ;  Bergen,  2  ;  Burlington,  2  ;  Camden,  3  ;  Cape  May,  1  ;  Cumberland, 
2;  Essex,  11  ;  Gloucester,  1  ;  Hudson,  12;  Hunterdon,  1  ;  Mercer,  3;  Middle- 
sex, 3  ;  Monmouth,  3  ;  Morris,  2  ;  Ocean,  1  ;  Passaic,  5  ;  Salem,  1  ;  Somerset. 
1 ;  Sussex,  1  ;  Union,  3  ;  Warren,  1. 

Any  candidate  who  passes  the  examination  is  entitled  to  an  appointment 
provided  there  is  a  vacancy  in  any  district. 

Students  who  have  passed  the  State  competitive  examinations  can  enter  the 
College  without  further  examination. 
2.    State  scholarships,  Act  of  1864. 

These  scholarships  cover  the  charge  of  $100  a  year  for  tuition. 

The  scholarships  under  this  Act  are  awarded,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  in  each  county,  to  students  who  have  passed  the 
required  examinations.  There  are,  in  all,  forty  such  scholarships.  Inquiries 
concerning  vacancies  for  1915  should  be  addressed  to  the  Registrar. 


X.    PRACTICAL  SUGGESTIONS. 

Students  should  examine  carefully  the  entrance  requirements  and 
shape  their  courses,  particularly  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  the 
secondary  school,  so  as  to  be  able  to  furnish  the  points  required  for  the 
courses  they  desire  to  enter. 

It  is  well  to  take  preliminary  examinations  at  the  end  of  the  third' 
year  in  all  subjects  already  covered,  especially  in  Algebra  and  Plane 
Geometry,  both  because  these  subjects  are  more  likely  to  be  fresh  in 
mind,  and  because  it  is  unwise  to  leave  too  many  examinations  for  the 
last  year  when  the  time  is  limited. 

The  scholarship  examinations  being  competitive,  appointments  are 
made  in  the  order  of  excellence;  therefore,  a  passing  grade  of  60  pejr 
cent.,  though  sufficient  for  admission  to  the  College,  will  not  necessarily 
assure  a  scholarship  appointment. 

Students  not  able  to  pass  in  all  subjects  at  the  time  appointed  by  law, 
(June  4  and  5,  1915)  may  complete  their  records  at  the  entrance  exam- 
inations held  at  the  College  in  June  and  September,  but  such  deferred 
examinations  are  not  reckoned  in  the  competition.
